ASSISTANCE  ACT.” 

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  300,  approved  the  16th  day 
of  February,  1946,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  ap¬ 
prove  the  following-  regulations,  made  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  section  13  of  the  “  Farm¬ 
ers’  Land-clearing  Assistance  Act”: — 

Regulations  relating  to  the  Clearing  and 
Development  of  Lands  for  Agricul¬ 
tural  Purposes,  made  pursuant  to  Sec¬ 
tion  13  of  the  “  Farmers’  Land-clearing 
Assistance  Act.” 

1.  No  clearing  or  development  under  the 
“  Farmers’  Land-clearing  Assistance  Act,” 
hereinafter  called  the  “  Act,”  shall  be  under¬ 
taken  unless: — 

(a.)  The  person  desiring  to  have  his  land 
cleared  has  made  application  to  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  on  a  form  to 
be  furnished  by  the  Director  of  Land¬ 
clearing  and  has  furnished  all  informa¬ 
tion  requested  by  the  Director;  and 
( b .)  The  Director  of  Land-clearing  has  re¬ 
ported  to  the  Minister  that  in  his 
opinion  the  land  proposed  to  be  cleared 
or  developed  is  suitable  for  farming,

2.  The  Director  of  Land-clearing  shall,  in 
every  report  made  pursuant  to  Regulation  1, 
state  whether  in  his  opinion  the  application 
should  be  accepted  and,  if  so,  the  terms  on 
which  payment  for  the  work  should  be  re¬ 
quired.

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  mav  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any
